Monica, Madame Flora's daughter, and Toby, a mute orphaned boy, begin 
to prepare the parlor for the evening's seance - one of Madame Flora's long 
cons - but the two quickly become distracted. Madame Flora, a con-artist 
and petty criminal, returns home, irate that the room is not ready. Soon the 
seance guests arrive: Regular patrons Mr. and Mrs. Gobineau, and a new- 
comer, Mrs. Nolan. The seance begins. Soon, the "spirit" of Mrs. Nolan's 
recently deceased daughter appears (actually, Monica as part of the 
scam). Mrs. Nolan becomes agitated and distraught as Monica disappears. 
Mrs. Nolan is overcome with emotion and cries out for her daughter, but 
sheisrestrained by the Gobineaus. When order is restored, Mr. and Mrs. 
Gobineau "communicate" with their deceased two-year-old son Mickey, 
who, having never learned to speak, only laughs. Suddenly, Madame Flora 
breaks character and accuses the guests of having touched her after she 
feels a phantom hand clutching her throat. After demanding that the guests 
leave, she calls for Monica and tells her what she felt, eventually blaming 
Toby. In an effort to calm Baba, Monica sings a lullaby. Baba has almost 
fallen asleep when she hears a disembodied voice. After ascertaining that 
no one is in the alley or the house playing a trick on her, Baba reaches her 
breaking point. 


Act Il: A few days later 


Toby and Monica are playing make-believe, and through their play, their 
young love becomes evident. Baba returns home and tries to elicit a 
confession from Toby about the other-worldly happenings. The guests 
arrive, expecting another seance, but are driven away by Madame Flora, 
who tries to convince them that she is a fraud and the seances have not 
been real. Once the guests are gone, Baba forces Toby to leave as well. 
With everyone gone, and Monica in her room, Baba questions her own 
sanity, eventually passing out. Once Baba has fallen asleep, Toby sneaks 
back in the house and tries to get into Monica's room, but finds it locked. 
While walking through the darkened room, Toby bumps some furniture, 
waking Baba. Toby quickly hides. Baba tries to see where the noise came 
from and fetches a revolver. Hysterically she calls out, "Who is it? Speak or 
I'll Shoot!” Unable to speak, Toby moves behind the screen to show himself. 
Seeing what she believes to be a spectral movement, Baba screams and 
fires at the screen. Mortally wounded, Toby collapses, becoming visible. 
Monica, hearing the gunshots, enters, sees Тору lifeless body, and runs 
for help. With her descent into madness complete, Baba asks, in a hoarse 
whisper, "Was it you?"
